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WATER  SUPPLIES 


MAINS  SUPPLIES  AVAILABLE 

The  Council  now  has  mains  water  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Horton,  Longsdon  (part)  and  Endon  and  Stanley  (part),  the  water 
being  obtained  from  the  Leek  U.D.C.'s  borehole  at  Pool  End;  the 
Parishes  of  Alstonefield,  llan  and  Wetton,  the  supply  being  from 
the  Ashbourne  R.D.C.  pending  the  completion  of  the  Eastern  Parishes 
Scheme  part  II. 

In  addition  small  Village  schemes  serve  the  villages  of  Longnor, 
Warslow  and  Grindon. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  supply  the  Parishes 
of  Bagnall  and  Norton-in-the-Moors  and  parts  of  the  Parishes  of 
Endon  and  Stanley  and  Longsdon. 


EASTERN  PARISHES  WATER  SCHEME  —  SECTION  "A"  PART  I 

This  Scheme  was  handed  over  for  operation  at  the  beginning  of 
January  and  service  connections  began  immediately.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  following  connections  had  been  made  :  —

The  anticipated  early  start  on  the  second  and  major  portion 
of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Scheme  is  unfortunately  still  not  in 
sight  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  not  be  much  longer 
delayed.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

New  Sewerage  Schemes 

The  Light  Oaks  and  Brown  Edge  (Sytch  Road)  Sewerage 
Schemes  were  completed  early  in  the  year  and  the  first  connections 
to  the  new  sewers  were  made  in  February. 

The  connections  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year 
and  a  total  number  of  93  properties  at  Light  Oaks  and  10  properties 
at  Sytch  Road  were  connected.  Difficulties  were  met  with  in  several 
of  the  connections  but  these  were  satisfactorily  overcome.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  the  good  progress  that  has  been  made  in  this 
direction. 

A  storm  relief  manhole  was  constructed  on  the  sewer  in  High 
Lnne,  Brown  Edge  to  alleviate  the  surcharging  of  the  sew'er  and  the 
consequent  trouble  on  Crate  Shop  Bank,  Norton  Green. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  as  good  an  eflluent  as 
possible  at  the  seriously  overloaded  works  at  Endon  but  the  load 
increases  continually. 

The  contract  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  Rad- 
deley  Green  works  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  December. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  on  the  extension  to  the  Norton  Green 
works  will  commence  early  in  1958. 

Conversions  of  Prives  to  Water  Closets 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  property  owners  desirous 
of  converting  their  toilets  into  water  closets,  the  contribution  be¬ 
ing  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  with  a  maximum  of  £20.  During 
tne  year  40  applications  were  approved,  the  Council's  total  contri¬ 
bution  for  these  being  £753.  It  is  indeed  satisfactory  to  note  such 
progress  in  this  respect  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Council's  finan¬ 
cial  assistance  will  do  much  to  bring  about  many  further  conversions 
and  thus  reduce  the  number  of  premises  from  which  nightsoil  has 
to  be  collected  in  the  built  up  areas.

Refuse  and  Nightsoil  Collection  and  Disposal 


Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  from  dwellings  in  every  parish 
by  direct  labour.  The  several  tips  in  the  district  were  kept  in  a 
reasonable  order  and  were  treated  from  time  to  time  against  vermin.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Test-baiting  of  the  public  sewers  was  followed  by  successful 
treatment  of  the  infested  sections  in  accordance  with  the  recom¬ 
mended  practice  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  Council's  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  under 
constant  surveillance  and  the  rat  population  was  successfully  reduced 
by  frequent  maintenance  treatments. 

The  Council's  free  service  for  domestic  premises  was  used 
increasingly  and  several  other  premises  were  treated  with  satisfactory 
results.
